The two suitors were James Trembley, 
a traveling man of Terre Haute and 
a mysterious ‘‘Harry C.,’’ whose iden- 
tity the girl did not disclose to her 
family. Her mother and other mem- 
bers of her family wanted her to marry 
Trembley. The girl preferred the mys- 
terious ‘“‘Harry C.”’ . 


Story Told in Letters. 

Her farewell letters tell the story of 
her tragedy. To Trembley she wrote: 
James, I am sorry I cannet marry 
you. Hope you have got more used 
to my absence.by this time. Fare- 

well.

Harry—I sincerely hope you ar- 
rived at West Baden Sunday even- 
ing all right and are having a love- 
ly time, which I know you are, 
and if I were only in your company 
a. few minutes, how happy I would 
be! 

Sweetheart, it was the hardest . 
thing I ever did to tell you good-by 
Saturday evening, vut what else 
could be expected of two good, old- 
time friends? 

Well, Carri and I went driving Sun- 
day morning as I told you we would. 
Had a fine: country drive. 

Harry, we also went to the dance 
tonight, but it is my last one to at- 
tend.

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A mislaid: meat market passbook gay 7 
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Former Policeman, Who 
Killed Two, Is Convicted 
of Manslaughter. 


Michael J. McNamara, a former police- 
man, Was assessed two years in the Pen- 
itentiary by a jury in Judge Fisher’s 
court Friday for killing his wife, ‘Nellie, 
in the Royal Hotel at Eighteenth and 
Olive streets Aug. 23, 1906. McNamara, 
at the same time, shot and killed his 
wife's escort, James Brophy, a former 
bartender, but he was tried only on the 
charge of killing his wife. 

The jury, after deliberating from 4 
p. m. Thursday until 10:30 a. m. Fri- 
day, finally agreed that McNamara was 
guilty of manslaughter in the fourth 
degree, and fited his punishment at the 
highest penalty possible under that ver- 
dict. 

When McNamara was first tried he 
was sentenced to 15 years in the Peni- 
tentiary. The case was reversed and 
remanded by the Supreme Court, making 
a second trial necessary. 

Former Circuit Attorney Sager, who 
assisted in the prosecution of McNam- 
ara, insisted upon a verdict of murder 
in. the first degree. Former Gov. 
Charlies P. Johnson, attorney for Me- 
Namara, asked for a manslaughter ver- 
dict. 

The jury took 14 ballots before it 

agreed upon a verdict. Many of the 
jurors in the early balloting favored a 
verdict of second-degree murder, for 
which the maximum punishment is % 
years, 

McNamara was unmoved by the ver- 
dict. An tmmediate motion for a new 
trial was made. His bond was [fixed a: 
$5000, and M. J. Mulvihill, a furniture 
deater, vbo ha# been on the bod all the 
time, was sent for to sign it again.

‘The boy. witness identified Mrs. Boyle 
as the woman who had cared for him 
th Cleveland, and whom he had known 
as Mrs. Jones. He identified a nurse’s 
outfit as the clothing Mrs. Jones had 
worn, and said she had red spots on 
her face, which she told him were the 
result of smallpox. He said the woman 
told him to tell his parents she was 
44 years old and very large. 

The prosecution offered in evidence 
the note written for the boy to carry 
on the street car on his way to the 
Hollenden House, where he was returned 
to his father. The defense objected, say- 
ing it did not concern Mrs. Boyle. Willie 
testified that it was given to him in 
Mrs. Boyleé’s presence, and it was ad- 
mitted.

Judge McPherson did not include At- 
torney-General Major or the Railroad 
and Warehouse Commissioners in his in- 
junction order, because they testified 
that they had nothing to do with Jones’ 
suit, and did not intend to have any 
connection with it. Therefore the At- 
torney-General is free to go on with his 
quo warranto suit in the State Supreme 
Court to oust the railroads from the 
State for conspiracy in fixing rates. 

In concluding © his statement, Gov. 
Hadley said: 

“The suit of the Circuit Attorney was 
to prevent the railroads from violating 
the laws of the State, while the suit 
of the Attorney-General is to punish 
the railroads for violation of the laws 
of the State.

TUMBLED ON RUNNERS} 


Men. and Women Thrown -in 
Tangled Heap to Track on 
Which Athletes Were. 


SEATTLE, Wash, May 17.~—None of 
the 60 persons injured in last night's 
accident during an athletic meet in the 
new Nafional Guard Armory has died, 
but the condition of Capt. Maurice W. 
Thompson, Assistant Adjutant-General 
of the State, and of his wife, is critical. 

The armory, a huge building, had just 
been completed, but had not been for- 
mally accepted by the State and was be- 
ing used for the first time for an indoor 
track meet, in which the most promi- 
‘nent amateur athletes of the Northwest 
were entered. The audience was very 
large and the balcony was crowded. 

There was keen interest when the 10- 
mile runners came out, and when this 
contest was drawing to its finish, with 
F. L. Jackson of Seattle and Ed Crabbe 
of Portland running strong in the 
stretch, Jackson just a yard ahead, the 
spectators in the balcony, wildly excit- 
ed, crowded against a flimsy iron piping 
that served as the only guard around 
the balcony. The whole east balcony 
railing swayed outward and snapped. 

50 Feet of Rafling Falis, 

The center gave way first, but’an 
instant later the entire section, 50 
yards long, went down and scores of 
the people fell onto the heads of the 
crowd below. Then in ‘a moment a 
rush to the floor began and there was 
chaos. The fallen lay in windrows, 
rolling and ‘tossing in agony, fight- 
ing to their feet, many dropping back 
with limbs broken, or blood pouring 
from wounds on head or face and 
spreading over the. white planks.

HER DEMAND ONE-HALF 


Says She Has Nothing, So 
Cannot Lose if She Fails 
to Recover. 


Special to the Post-Dispstch. 
ATCHISON, Kan., May 7.—A case 


which probably has no parallel in the 
courts of t.e country has been filed in 
the District Court here. Mrs. Elisa Wil- 


Hams, a negress and a former slave, 
‘brought suit against Melissa Campbell, 
Lucy A. Cain, Christina Hereford and 
Edwynne B. Giddings, heirs of the es- 
tate of Edwin R. Brown, deceased, her 
former master. 

The suit is for half the real estate, 
which consists of 2040 acres, and $12,500, 
which is claimed to be half the income 


from the land belonging to the estate 


for the last three years. 

The complaint refers to\Col. Brown 
as “the plaintiff's lawful husband.”’ 
The defendants to thts suit are prom- 
inent socially and financially. 

* The strange story in the case is this: 
A negro woman, held in slavery for 
years, being freed and brought from a 
Slave State by her former master, being 
cared for by him during his life, and 
afterward cared for by his daughter, 
sets up the claim of being his lawful 
wife, 23 years after his death. 

Bought Her as Child, 

Col. Edwin R. Brown was a typical 
Southern: gentleman who liver in Mis- 
sissippi before and during the war. 


When Eliza Williams was -il- years -of.; 


age, he bought her. in Tennessee, and 
she remained his slave until the Civil 
war freed her. After the war she re- 
mained with his family and was cared 
for by them. 

In the early °70s, he brought his 
family and seven former slaves to 
Atchison. Mrs. Williams was one of 
them. Col. Brown gave them the same 
care In Atchison County that he gave 
them in Mississippi. Upon his death, 
23 years ago, he made provision in his 
will for the surviving colored people 
who came North with him, and. his 
daughter, the late Miss Mary Brown, 
gave them the same attention they had 
received from her father. 

Mrs. Williams and her family have 
resided for years on # acres of the 
Brown land, near the northwest Hmits 
of the city... Upon the death of Miss 
Mary Brown, Mrs. Williams presented 
her claim for a part.of the property, 
and: it is understood that she offered 
to settle if the 40-acre tract she occu- 
pied were deeded to her. 

' - Settlement Offered. 

Mrs. Williams says that the executors 
of the estate offered her $500 and $15 
a month as long as she lived as a settle- 
ment. In addition, Mrs. Williams was 
to be permitted to live for life on the 
#0-acre farm where she now lives. 

The same offer was made to Mrs. 
Mandy Hanley, another old servant in 
the Brown family: Mrs. Williams’ three 
children, Mrs. Al Robb, Felix Williams 
and Mrs. Tom Morton were to receive 
$500 in cash each. 

The executors probably made the of- 
fer outlined above because of the will 
of the late Edwin R. Brown, a portion 
of which reads: “On account of the 
faithful services of Amanda Hanley and 
Eliza Williams, long servants in my 
family, I charge my daughters, each in 
turn, to protect and care for them in 
their declining years.” ‘The exeeutors 
say this provision in the will was car- 
ried out; Mrs. Williams and Mrs.. Han- 
ley say it was not. 

Eliza Williams, who is a little, mifld- 
mannered, polite and soft-voiced old cél- 
ored woman, will talk but little of the 
case. As far as she knows, she is @& 
years of age. She was 17 years old when 
her first child, Mrs. Al Robb, was 
born. She does not recall how old she 
Was at the time. She has no recollection 
of her mother. She shas borne the 


hame of Williams because Col. Brown 


gave it to her, telling her that was the 
name of her mother. “But most folks 
around here always knowed me as Mrs. 
Brown, and called me that,” she said. 
“I ‘worked all my life for ‘the Browzs, 
and got nothing for it. I am old and not

Bridge-Project Must Be Aban- 
doned Unless People Vote 
Bond Issue. 





MESSAGE ON. DEFICIT 


Mayor Will Acquaint House 
and Council of Financial 
Straits. 





At least $1,500,000 additional will be 
required to build the Free Bridge in 
accordance with plans the Board of 
Public Improvements approved at its 
special meeting Thursday. As a sum 
so large could not be appropriated from 
municipal revenue, city officials believe 
they must ask for another issue of 
bonds or abandon the construction. of 
the bridge. 

To acquaint the Municipal ‘hueebebos 
with the emergency, Mayor Kreismann 
will send a message to the House of 
Delegates and the Council, probably 
s‘riday afternoon. The estimates of the 
structural cost of the bridge, including 
its approaches, and the rights-of-way 
necessary on both sides of the river, 
will be in his message. These figures 
will show that $3,500,000—the amount 
originally authorized to be spent on 
the bridge—will not be sufficient if the 


type of structure contemplated in plans 


of Messrs. Boller and Hodge, the engi- 
neers, is to be built. 

Based on the current prices of labor 
and materials, the bridge and its ap- 
proaches will cost, according to Boile: 
& Hodge, $3,209,000. As $41,000 of the $3,- 
500,000 raised by the bond issue has al- 
ready. been expended in preliminary 
work, there remains available but $260,- 
000 with which to purchase and condemn 
the mile and a half of right of way— 
one-third of which is through a very 
valuable section of St. Louis, 

Asks Work to Proceed, 

In his message vetoing the bill fix- 
ing the bridge at  Chouteav avenue, 
Nov. 22, 1907, Mayor Wells quoted ex- 
pert’s estimates*on the cost of land 
on which to build the approaches, ou 
both sides of the river. He fixed the 
minimum for the right of way on. the 
east side at: $300,000. and that for’ the. 
west side at $600,000, but he had in mind 
for the latter only the stretch between 
the water’s edge and Fourth street. 
Adding this to  $3,209,000—Boller. & 
Hodge’s estimate of the structural cost 
—it is seen that $3,500,000 will be $600,- 
000 short of the requirements of pres- 
ent plans. 

Over and above that will be the sum 
required for the right of way between 
Fourth street and Seventh street. Cos? 
of purchase and condemnation of pror- 
erty there is conservatively placed at 
$500,000, thus making the final cost of 
the bridge and its approaches not less 
than $1,500,000 more tnan the money now 
in hand for the purpose. 

President Reber of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements desires that, irrespect- 
ive of the financiar difficulties, work 
on the piers and superstructure be un- 
dertaken at once. If that is done and 
the Municipal Assembly and the people 
then consent to another bond issue, 
there will have been no delay. 

If no further money is voted for the 
brodge, the expense meantime will not 
have been considerable, and will not 7. 
equal to the appreciation of materia 
and labor predicted to come within the 
next 90 days.

NEW YORK, May 7.—When tubercu- 
losis and other preventable causes of 
excessive mortality are mastered, when, 
‘those less than 5 tell the truth about 
their youth, and those of more than 80 
do the same about their age, it may be 
possible for actuaries to figure on 150 
years as the span of human life. 

The national death rate has largely 
decreased, but the decrease is almost 
entirely confined to the infantile pe- 
riod. Over 50 the decrease has been very 
small, or an actual jincrease has been 
shown by statistics. | 

From 1889 to. 1901 there was a decrease 
of seven in each thousand of popula- 
tion in the total number of deaths, but 
the rate of deaths from heart disease, 
cancer, certain functional aliments and 
suicide is 60 per cent higher in the Unit- 
ed States than the mortality from the 
same cause 50 years ago. 

These and many other interesting 
facts about the duration of human life 
were presented by John K. Gore of 
Newark, N. J., president of the Actua-. 
ries’ Society of America, at the twen- 
tieth annual meeting of the association 
in the Metropolitan Building.

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THE GREATEST AMERICAN EDUCATOR. 

The unveiling of the Longfellow statue in Wash- 
ington adds what is said to be another beautiful 
public monument to those already in place 
there. Its location in the national capital 
is significant, not because it is needed there 
to give the great thinker, artist, poet and 
educator national influence, but because he is 
already supreme among American writers in the 
extent of his influence: He is as well known 
among Missouri children as in Washington. His 
best thoughts reach the minds of boys and girls 
in Texas and Oklahoma, in Illinois, Iowa and 
Kansas. There is not an American common 
school between coast and coast which is not 
reached and helped daily by the labor of his life- 
time, resulting in profound learning so complete- 
ly under control that he was able to use its high- 
est attainments in reaching the weakest minds 
and in helping those who most need his help. In 
this he is a living influence. 

He has left one saying in prose which may do 
much for the education of those who think him 
commonplace. He saw that the greatest influence 
for good could be reached only by profound study 
of life in all times, but he saw also that 
nothing is more fatal than the display of such 
learning for its own sake. When he said that 
the buttresses of a bridge show only at low water, 
he left a definition for those who call his work 
commonplace because it deals with life arid not 
‘with learning. He never found life commonplace. 
The commonest things in the lives of those on 
‘whom the learned may sometimes look with pity, 
seemed part of a miracle to him. It is part of 
the miracle of his art as a writer that he can 
make this felt as the lesson in life best worth 
learning. It makes him still the greatest Amer- 
ican educator.

A SIDNEY STREET ANTI-PROHIBSITIONIST. 


Not a Prohibitionist. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In the Post-Dispatch of last Sunday, upon inferma- 
tion given by a “deacon” of one of the churches of 
St. Louis, it was stated that I was a prohibitionist; 
and reference was made to my address to the mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives April 13, in 
such a way as to allow the inference that that ad- 
dress was in favor of State-wide prohibition, Witt 
you kindly allow me to state correctly my attitude 
upon this question? I am not a prohibitionist in the 
common acceptation of the term. My address to 
thembers of the House was not upon the question of 
prohibition, but upon the proper object of civil gov- 
ernment, calling attention to the real purposes and 
objects of our system of jurisprudence, and pointing 
out the dangers to government that would arise from 
legislators allowing whips to be held over their heads 
by powerful and unreasoning religious organizations 
whose purpose was, in my opinion, eventually to seize 
the reins of civil government and by civil law en- 
force dogmas and tenets of faith upon a free people. 
While I believe in temperance, ang even total ab- 
stinence so far the use of intoxicating liquors is 
concerned, I have not at any time in my public 
work made a prohibition speech. Personally, I have 
found that the best prohibition is that wherein the 
individual prohibits, and wisely governs, himeelf. 
It seems to me that the best exemplars of temperance 
have looked to a higher power to secure the better 
results—for the moral and spiritual regeneration of 
the human—rather than to civil magistrates and by 
statutory laws. To admit the right of the State to 
civilly regulate the liquor—and for that matter all 
other traffic, including railroads and Standard Oil, 
is quite a different thing from assuming a strictly 
moral status in the efforts to secure a change, oe he 
amelioration or conditions of intemperance. In the 
latter, and as it may obtain, and be established, in 
our civil affairs, there may be the real danger of 
driving in an entering wedge for a union of the 


ehurch and the state, inorganic if not organic: and} 


the stepping from the settlement of moral questions 
by civil law to the adjustment of religious questions 
in the same manner. Civil governments are for the 
purpose of punishing crime, not sin; of compelling 
men te be civil, and not to be moral and religious. 
I would like te see the spiritual law of temperance 
and physical right-doing rule in the lives of men 
and women everywhere, but I could not become @ 
prohibitionist, in Missouri at least, without, as i 
view it, becoming at one and the same time a poll- 
ticlan and a hypocrite. <A politician because, neces- 
sarily, the political is involved; a hypocrite because 
I should be obliged to stifle my convictions of con- 
science as to the justice of lending one iota of ald to 
the general movement of a great religious combina- 
tion and influence that may, though well-meaning, 
and with a geal quite commendable when confined 
to a proper sphere, in the ultimatum of established 
religious and moral legislation result in the sweep- 
ing away of the last vestige of religious liberty in 
the United States, the absolute violation of the spirit 
eof the Constitution, and the inalienable principles 
of the Declaration of Independence.
